The Coining Election. 


The coming election in Macon county

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WASHIWOTOW LETTEB.

WABHIKOTOH, Oct. 22.1891. 


At Republican congressional head 


quarters all the news indicates that the 
Republican majority in the next house 
will be between twenty and thirty, and 
if the Democrats cannot do something 
to arrest the wholesale desertion of men 
who have heretofore acted with that 
party the Republican majority may go 
as high as fifty. Various causes are re- 
sponsible for these desertions, principal 
among which may be mentioned the as- 
sertions of such Democratic leaders as 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Wilson that tariff 
tinkering must go on; the attempt to 
make the nationality of Mr. Morton's 
domestic sen-ants an issue in the New 
Vork campaign, and the attempt to stir 
up religious prejudice for campaign use. 


Hon. John S. Wise, formerly of Va., 


now of Now York, can be as caustic in 
his remarks as over his father, one of 
Virginian's celebrated Governors, was 
in his most savage humors. Witness 
what he said of the present cabinet: 
"Cleveland took his secretary of state 
out of the republican party and has not 
yet been able to make him say 'I am a 
democrat.' He found an old confeder- 
ate weeping above the grave of Jeffer- 
son Davis and made him secretary of 
the navy. Over his old type-writer he 
waived his magic wand and transformed 
him into a secretary of war, while he 
went into the interior of his own consci- 
ousness to evolve a secretary who sug- 
ested neither the ice cream of the frozen 
north nor the mint julop of the sunny 
south—the sort of u creation thoy pickle 
in alcohol—a strange, nameless hoky- 
poky. Elected as the opponent of the 
trusts, he selected a trust lawyer as at- 
torney-general, and made secretary of 
the treasury a democratic statesman 
who never owned an unmortgaged dollar 
in his life."

reau showed that no stamps printed by 
tho Bureau had been stolen. Either his 
testimony was wrong or the books are 
wrong. Evidently there is something 
rotten somewhere in that Bureau, in 
connection with the handling and dis- 
tribution of postage stamps, else the 
Bureau would have ascertained that the 
stealing was going on before being noti- 
fied by outside parties. It is not clear 
why the <|ame excellent 
system of 


checks by Which paper money has been 
handled by the Bureau for many years 
without trouble or loss was not extended 
to cover stamps when the Bureau begun 
to print them.

the British Crown, is neither English, 
Scotch, Irish, nor Welsh, but is a sepa- 
ratl country, with a home-rule govern- 
ment, and a language of its own; but 
yet with great loyalty to the imperial 
government and devoted to Queen Vic- 
toria, for everywhere you go you see 
pictures of the royal family. The gov 
ernment is known as the "House o 
Keys" and consists of twenty-fou 
members, elected every seven years 
but no person has, a vote unless h 
possesses real estate to the value of £40 
or occupation of the value of £60 pe 
year, and women are also entitled tc 
vote. The court of Tynwald, presided 
over by the lieutenant-governor, i 
composed of the council, which em 
araces the bishop, attorney-genera 
two judges, the clerk of the rolls, wa 
ter bailiff, and the vicar-general. Th 
council and the house of keys are th 
active government of the great Isle of 
Man. ' 
There is one feature of special inter- 


est in reference to the laws, and that 
is that all laws passed by the house of 
keys are sent for the <royal assent, and 
%vhen that has been secured then the 
law must be formally read in the En- 
glish and Manx languages on Tyn- 
wald hill in the open air, where the 
council and the keys united form a 
Tynwald court, before they become 
laws. This form of reading th£ law at 
Tynwald is the oldest style on record, 
was old in 1417. and has been continued 
every since. The 5th day of July in 
each year is the day of public proc- 
lamation of the laws passed by the 
house of kej'S.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. S3.—After an 


alt-day trip (Uong the northern border 
of Missouri, during which his recep- 
tion at diffei ent stations amounted to 
an ovation, Vice-President Stevenson 
arrived here at 7:4!> o'clock last night. 
During the day Mr. Stevenson made 
nearly a dozen speeches from the plat- 
form of a special car, and at Macon he 
delivered an address lasting almost an 
hour. Noth withstanding this severe 
physical strain he was in splendid 
health and good voice when he faced 
the immenbe audience in Crawford's 
opera house at 8:30 o'clock last night. 


On arrival at the Union depot the 


•vice-president's party were greeted with 
a salnte of artillery. The Wickham 
rifles acted is an escort of honor, and 
a committee' of citizens with carriages 
accompanied the distinguished guest 
to the hall. The streets along the line 
of march were densely packed with 
people. Ex cnrsion trains from the sur- 
rounding counties and from Kansas 
brought thousands of visitors, and it 
•was estimated that fully 15,000 stran- 
gers were in the city. 


The immense Auditorium was packed 


from pit to gallery, and a conservative 
calculation places the number of peo- 
ple inside the hall at 5,000, one-eighth 
of whom weru women. The streets 
for blocks :.round were impassable on 
account of the dense throng, and two 
overflow meetings were held. 


Judge O. M. Spencer introduced Vice- 


president fitevenson to the audience, 
and when (he cheers had subsided Mr. 
Stevenson began his address, which 
lasted nearly an hour. His theme was 
on the iniquities of the McKinley bill, 
and the benefits to be derived from the 
operation of the Wilson bill and the 
income la::.

THE WOMEN OF JAPAN. 


Their Positions In Domestic life Anything 


bnt Desirable. 


Japanese women, though they have 


more liberty than any other Asiatic 
women, are far from en joying the priv- 
leges of women in Europe, let alone 
the United States And that they are 
treated no worse than they are is due 
more to the inherent gentleness of Jap- 
anese manners than to any recognition 
of what is due to woman. 


Except in the houses of native Chris- 


tians, or Japanese who have lived 
ibroad and become impregnated with 
western ideas, a wife or daughter is 
knerely an upper servant. In theory 
the wife of every man, from the mikado 
downwards, performs the offices of a 
valet to him. Women of quite high 
ank keep their husbands' clothes 
crushed and mended, and see that 
everything they require is to hand. It 
>sthe custom for Japanese ladies to 
make their own clothes and those of 
'their children, and the husbands' too 
when the latter do not wear European 
ilress; they do not do any fancy work. 


Except when she is exchanging hos- 


pitalities a woman devotes herself to 
]the care of her household, of her chil- 
dren, of her husband, and her husband's 
parents, if she is so unfortunate as to 
have them. For the Japanese woman 
the mother-in-law has terrors unknown 
in Europe. The nation is so given to 
patriarchal household that it is quite 
the rule for a son to bring his wife 
home to live in his father's household. 
There, especially if she be the first 
daughter-in-law, she may live a life of 
utter drudgery. She is expected to 
wait on every one in the house except 
the servants, to be a sort of house- 
keeper under her mother-in-law, and 
the old people often treat 
their 


3anphter-in-law with all the severity 
and tyranny possible to their mild and 
philosophical nature. A wife has no 
redress unless she is in the station of a 
servant or has powerful parents. If 
the former she simply gets away and 
foes into service again.—Humanitarian.
